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The  Difference  A  Classroom  Teacher  Makes 

A  school-wide  approach  has  the  greatest  potential  for  impact  on  the  school's 
moral  culture  and  students'  values  and  character.  Individual  teachers,  however,  even 
when  they  act  alone,  can  and  do  make  a  difference. 

It  was  mid-November  when  Debbie  Wilcox,  just  a  year  out  of  college,  got  a  call 
asking  her  to  take  over  a  third-grade  class  of  26  children  for  six  weeks.  The  regular 
teacher  had  found  the  class  impossible  to  manage  and  had  taken  a  mental  health  leave. 
Debbie  Wilcox  began  by  gathering  the  children  in  a  circle  for  a  class  meeting.  She  asked 
them  to  agree  upon  rules  that  would  "help  us  have  good  talking  and  listening  in  our 
meeting."  Then  the  discussion  turned  to  rules  for  the  whole  classroom.  Most  students 
proposed  rules  in  negative  terms:  "Don't  push,"  "Don't  punch,"  "Don't  tear  up  somebody's 
homework." 

"What  does  it  show,"  teacher  Wilcox  asked,  "when  we  do  hurtful  things  to  other 
people?"  A  girl  answered,  "That  we  don't  care  about  them."  "So  what  can  we  do  to  make 
this  a  better  class?"  Ms.  Wilcox  asked.  "Care  for  each  other,"  the  girl  said. 

CARE  FOR  EACH  OTHER,  printed  in  large  block  letters,  became  their 
primary  rule.  In  the  weeks  that  followed,  teacher  Wilcox  began  each  day  with  a  class 
meeting.  With  time,  more  children  participated,  and  people  listened  more  attentively 
when  someone  else  was  speaking.  During  the  rest  of  the  day,  teacher  Wilcox  observed, 
"small  changes  in  behavior  began  to  appear":  Children  more  often  made  an  effort  to  work 
out  problems;  sharing  behavior  began  to  replace  the  "give  it  to  me,  it's  mine"  exchanges. 
Emergency  class  meetings  were  sometimes  needed  for  example,  when  several  boys  broke 
the  agreed-upon  rule  about  spitballing. 

Serious  behavior  problems,  however,  became  "almost  non-existent"  a  change 
Debbie  Wilcox  attributed  to  their  daily  meeting  and  its  provision  of  a  forum  where  "every 
child  felt  he  or  she  was  worth  listening  to."  The  "bad  class"  of  the  school  had  become  a 
caring  moral  community  because  teacher  Wilcox  provided  a  support  structure  the  class 
meeting  that  called  forth  children's  best  moral  selves.

However,  when  you  are  on  the  campus,  you  can  get  better  performance  by  pointing  your  browsers 
to  http://isdstaff.  This  method  is  more  direct  to  our  mail  server,  and  does  not  go  through  the  State 
backbone. 

News  from  the  Technology  Center  -  We  have  resolved  the  AVSYNMGR  error  issue.  Many  of  you  have 
seen  this  error  when  you  logoff  before  you  leave  for  the  day  and  arrive  in  the  following  morning  and 
attempt  to  log  into  your  computer.  This  error  appears,  and  it  locks  up  your  computer.  We  have  a  patch  to 
fix  this  error  and  it  will  install  the  next  time  you  re-login  or  restart  your  computers.  We  suggest  you  restart 
your  computer(s)  ASAP  to  avoid  this  issue  in  the  future.  The  patch  will  start  automatically.  Once  it  is 
done,  it  will  ask  you  to  restart  the  computer.  Please  restart  it  so  it  can  take  effect  immediately.  Some  of  you 
will  see  "DDE  Error"  when  you  shut  down  the  computer,  just  press  "end  task"  so  that  it  can  shut  down 
properly.

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Integrated  Character  and  Sexuality  Programs 

The  San  Marcos  Program.  Some  schools  have  created  an  integrated  sexuality  and 
character  education  program  by  adding  character  components  of  their  own  design  to  a 
published  abstinence  curriculum.  The  San  Marcos,  California,  school  district  offers  a 
widely  cited  example  of  this  —  a  program  called  Decision-Making:  Keys  to  Total 
Success.  Facing  a  serious  teen  pregnancy  problem  —  147  high  school  girls  known  to  be 
pregnant  in  1984-85  -  San  Marcos  developed  a  multifaceted  curriculum  that  included: 

•  A  six-week  course  for  7th-graders  on  developing  study  skills 

•  A  six-week  course  for  7th-graders  on  developing  positive  moral  values  and  self¬ 
esteem 

•  Daily  10-minute  lessons  for  both  7th-  and  8th-graders  on  "how  to  be  successful," 
using  materials  from  the  Jefferson  Center  for  Character  Education 

•  A  6-week  course  for  8th-graders  using 
Teen  Aid's  curriculum  on  the 
advantages  of  premarital  abstinence 
and  how  to  regain  them  after  having 
been  sexually  active;  the  video, 

Window  to  the  Womb,  providing 
ultrasound  footage  on  early  fetal 
development  to  show  students  the 
power  of  their  sexuality  to  create  new 
human  life;  summaries  for  parents  of 
all  lessons  sent  to  parents;  and  a 
parent  workshop  on  communicating 
with  teens  about  sex. 


The  Teen  Aid  abstinence  curriculum  offers  these 

•  The  only  truly  safe  sex  is  having  sex  only  with  your  marriage  partner  who  is 
having  sex  only  with  you. 

•  Abstinence  offers  freedom  from  guilt,  doubt,  worry;  sexually  transmitted  disease; 
pregnancy;  the  trauma  of  abortion;  loss  of  reputation;  and  pressure  to  marry  early. 

•  Abstinence  offers  freedom  to  become  more  creative  in  sharing  feelings;  develop 
skills  and  abilities;  develop  healthy  self-appreciation;  achieve  financial  stability 
before  having  a  family;  and  enjoy  greater  trust  in  marriage. 

•  After  having  been  sexually  active,  it  is  possible  to  regain  the  advantages  of 
abstinence  and  develop  new  ways  of  sharing  that  do  not  include  sexual  activity.

Two  years  after  implementing  this  program,  San  Marcos  reported  that  known 
pregnancies  in  the  school  had  dropped  dramatically  -  from  20%  in  1984  to  2.5%  in  1986. 
Before-and-after-program  comparisons  were  also  made  for  drug  referrals,  grade  point 
averages,  standardized  test  scores,  and  attendance  rates  -  all  of  which  showed  marked 
improvement.  These  results  won  the  San  Marcos  program  a  statewide  Golden  Bell  award 
for  excellence  in  education.  Known  pregnancy  rates  in  San  Marcos  schools  have 
continued  to  remain  markedly  lower  than  they  were  before  the  program.  Other  positive 
program  effects  have  also  endured.  Comments  then  Assistant  Superintendent  Joe 
DiDiminicantanio:  "Some  schools  have  tried  to  adopt  just  the  abstinence  part  of  our 
program  and  not  the  parts  on  how  to  be  successful  in  school  and  life.  We  think  that's  a 
mistake.  Our  program  worked,  we  believe,  not  only  because  of  the  Teen  Aid  abstinence 
course  but  also  because  of  all  the  character-building  lessons  we  did,  teaching  kids  how  to 
set  goals,  work  hard,  and  feel  good  about  being  responsible  persons." 

Decision  Making:  Keys  to  Total  Success  been  cited  as  an  exemplary  program  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education's  AIDS  and  the  Education  of  Our  Children  and  the  National 
School  Boards  Association's  handbook  of  100  outstanding  school  programs. 

Jefferson  Junior  High:  A  Schoolwide  Intervention.  The  most  powerful  form  of 
integrated  sexuality  and  character  education  is  a  schoolwide  intervention.  This  approach 
infuses  character-building  into  all  aspects  of  school  life  and  thereby  maximizes  support 
for  the  character  lessons  taught  in  the  sexuality  curriculum. 

At  Jefferson  Junior  High  School  in  Washington,  D.C.,  12  to  15  girls  used  to  get 
pregnant  each  year.  In  the  past  two  years,  there  have  been  only  two  pregnancies. 

The  reduction  in  student  pregnancies  is  only  one  improvement  that  principal  Vera  White 
attributes  to  the  school's  character  education  effort.  "Ninety  percent  of  our  students,"  she 
says,  "come  from  single-parent  homes.  When  I  arrived,  parents  and  the  community  felt 
they  were  losing  the  children. 

We  met  -  administration,  faculty,  parents,  and  students  -  for  a  year.  We  decided 
we  needed  a  5-year  plan.  Year  1  focused  on  planning  the  objectives  and  strategies  of  our 
character  education  program.  Year  2  had  the  theme  "Attitude  Counts."  We  wanted 
students  to  have  the  idea  that  wherever  you  are  -  in  school,  at  home,  at  the  mall  -  your 
attitude  makes  a  difference.  Year  3  focused  on  conflict  resolution  training.  Year  4's 
theme  was  community  service.  We  did  this  to  counteract  vandalism  in  the  community  on 
the  part  of  some  of  our  students.  Now  every  student  does  community  service.  Jefferson 
Junior  High's  character-building  effort  also  incorporates  three  sexuality  education 
programs,  all  of  which  teach  students  the  value  of  abstaining  from  sexual  activity.  One  of 
these  programs,  called  Best  Friends,  is  just  for  girls: 

Designed  for  girls  grades  5  to  9,  Best  Friends  emphasizes  self-respect  and 
responsible  behavior.  It  provides  an  eight-week  curriculum  dealing  with  friendship,  love 
and  dating,  decision-making,  alcohol  and  drug  abuse,  physical  fitness,  nutrition,  and 
AIDS  and  other  STDs.  In  its  seventh  year  in  District  of  Columbia  schools,  Best  Friends 
has  helped  hundreds  of  adolescent  girls  to  postpone  sexual  activity  and  reject  drug  use. 
"Our  overall  theme,"  principal  White  says,  "has  been  how  to  be  responsible.’  We  stress 
and  teach  responsibility  throughout  the  day.  For  example,  our  students  have  to  have 
assignment  notebooks  and  use  them  in  every  class. 


"We  also  set  high  expectations  for  our  parents.  Our  parents  must  come  to  school 
for  Back  to  School  Night  and  for  teacher-parent  conferences  during  the  year.  Our  parents 
are  also  asked  to  volunteer  20  hours  of  service  to  the  school  each  year." 

Jefferson  Junior  High  School  now  has  a  waiting  list  of  400-500  students.  It  has  won  two 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  awards.  In  the  city  of  Washington,  D.C.,  it  has  been 
recognized  for  having  the  highest  student  academic  achievement,  the  greatest  academic 
improvement,  and  the  highest  attendance  rate.

Examples  of  Character-Based  Sex  Education 


What  does  character-based  sex  education  look  like  in  practice?  The  following  are 
some  examples.  These  and  other  resources  are  included  in  the  publication  National 
Guidelines  for  Sexuality  and  Character  Education  published  by  the  Medical  Institute 
for  Sexual  Health.  Phone:  800-892-9484;  www.medinstitute.org 


Reasonable  Reasons  to  Wait,  designed  for 
middle  school  and  high  school  students,  teaches 
teens  positive  attitudes  about  sexuality  and  how 
to  practice  sexual  self-control.  The  8-week 
curriculum  includes  units  on  making  good 
decisions,  respecting  others,  self-control,  and 
courage  and  also  features  a  two-week  peer 
mentoring  program  for  upper-grade  students. 

The  Loving  Well  Curriculum,  developed  at 
Boston  University,  uses  selections  from  the 
classics,  folktales,  and  the  best  of  contemporary 
adolescent  literature  to  examine  relationships 
from  family  love  to  infatuation  and  early 
romances  to  commitment  and  marriage.  A 
program  evaluation  finds  that  of  those  students  who  were  not  sexually  active  when  they 
started  the  Loving  Well  Curriculum,  92%  are  still  abstinent  two  years  later,  compared  to 
72%  abstinent  in  a  control  group  not  exposed  to  this  curriculum. 

Facing  Reality,  developed  under  a  grant  from  the  federal  Office  of  Adolescent 
Pregnancy  Programs,  was  designed  for  high  school  students  by  James  Coughlin,  a  teacher 
in  Chicago  inner-city  schools  for  more  than  12  years.  The  curriculum  addresses  not  only 
abstinence  from  premarital  sexual  activity  but  also  the  larger  issue  of  how  to  live  free  of 
disease,  addictions,  and  social  and  media  pressures. 

Sex  Respect,  also  developed  with  grants  from  the  Office  of  Adolescent  Pregnancy 
Programs,  offers  curricula  for  both  the  middle  and  high-school  levels.  It  teaches  chastity 
as  true  sexual  freedom  -  "the  freedom  to  grow  up  without  the  pressures  of  sex."  It  also 
promotes  parent  involvement  through  a  guidebook  with  family  assignments  for 
enhancing  parent-teen  communication  about  sex  and  the  value  of  chastity.  A  five-year 
evaluation  conducted  in  26  schools  found  that  the  pregnancy  rate  for  girls  who  had  taken 
the  Sex  Respect  program  was  only  5%,  compared  to  49%  for  girls  who  had  not  taken  the 

program. 

Teen  S.T.A.R.  (Sexuality  Teaching  in  the  context  of  Adult  Responsibility  is  currently 
used  with  more  than  5,000  teens  in  the  United  States  and  other  countries.  It  teaches  that 
fertility  is  a  gift  and  a  power  to  be  respected.  Its  premise  is  that  "decisions  about  sexual 


responsibility  will  arise  from  inner  conviction  and  knowledge  of  the  self."  More  than  half 
of  teens  who  enter  the  S.T.A.R.  program  sexually  active  stop  sexual  activity;  very  few 

initiate.  ,  .  ,  „ 

Sexuality,  Commitment,  and  Family,  for  high  school  students,  features  themes  such  as 

developing  dating  and  friendship  relationships  that  will  serve  as  the  foundation  of  a 
lasting  marriage,  the  need  for  strong  families  as  the  foundation  of  a  healthy  society,  and 
the  importance  of  parent-teen  communication.  A  recent  report  by  the  Institute  for 
Research  and  Evaluation,  "Predicting  and  Changing  Teen  Sexual  Activity  Rates,  found 
that  Teen  Aid's  directive  approach  was  superior  to  a  non-directive  program  (  Values  an 
Choices")  in  changing  teen  attitudes  to  be  more  positive  about  abstinence  and  more 

critical  of  premarital  sexual  activity.

A  Character-Based  Approach  to  Sex  Education 

No  discussion  of  moral  and  character  education  can  exclude  sex  education.  More 
young  people  are  at  risk  from  the  destructive  consequences  of  premature,  uncommitted 
sex  than  from  any  other  single  threat  to  their  healthy  physical,  emotional,  and  moral 
development.  To  consider  just  one  dimension  of  the  physical  dangers:  In  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  Medical  Institute  for  Sexual  Health,  about  a  third  of  sexually 
active  teenage  girls  are  now  infected  with  human  papilloma  virus  (the  leading  cause  of 
cervical  cancer)  and/or  chlamydia  (the  leading  cause  of  infertility).  Recent  medical 
studies  show  that  condoms  provide  virtually  no  protection  against  either  human 

papilloma  virus  or  chlamydia.  .  .  , 

Unfortunately,  our  children  are  growing  up  in  what  Boston  University  s  Kevin 

Ryan  calls  a  "sexually  toxic"  environment.  This  environment  trivializes  and  debases  sex 
and  leads  young  people  into  patterns  of  short-lived  sexual  relationships  that  undermine 
their  self-respect  and  corrupt  their  character. 

There  is  fortunately  now  a  growing  effort  to  bring  sex  education  into  line  with  the 
principles  of  good  character  education.  That  means  adopting  an  approach  to  sex 
education  that  develops  character  traits  of  good  judgment  and  self-control,  and  guides 
young  people  toward  morally  sound  conclusions  about  how  to  apply  the  values  of  respect 
and  responsibility  to  sexual  behavior.  And  this  means  helping  students  understand  all  the 
reasons  why  sexual  abstinence  is  the  only  medically  safe  and  morally  responsible  choice 
for  an  unmarried  teenager. 

"The  core  problem  facing  our  schools  is  a  moral  one,"  writes  William  Kilpatrick 
in  Why  Johnnv  Can't  Tell  Right  From  Wrong.  "All  other  problems  derive  from  it.  If 
students  don't 'learn  habits  of  courage  and  justice,  curriculums  designed  to  improve  their 
self-esteem  won't  stop  the  epidemic  of  extortion,  bullying,  and  violence;  neither  will 
courses  designed  to  make  them  more  sensitive  to  diversity." 

Good  character  is  what  our  children  need  and  what  our  society  needs. 
"Character,"  the  Greek  philosopher  Heraclitus  asserted,  "is  destiny."  If  we  wish  to  have 
any  hope  of  reversing  our  nation's  downward  moral  slide  and  building  a  moral  society, 
we  must  make  character  education  our  highest  educational  priority. 

Thomas  Lickona  is  a  developmental  psychologist,  professor  of  education,  and 
director  of  the  Center  for  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Rs  (Respect  and  Responsibility)  at  SUNY

Children,  and  Sex,  Love,  and  You:  Making  the  Right  Decision ,  a  book  for  teenagers 
written  with  his  wife  Judith.

Schools  can  also  assess  the  three  domains  of  character  (knowing,  feeling,  and  behaving) 
through  anonymous  questionnaires  that  measure  student  moral  judgment  (for  example, 
"Is  cheating  on  a  test  wrong?"),  moral  commitment  ('  Would  you  cheat  if  you  were  sure 
you  wouldn’t  get  caught?")  and  self-reported  moral  behavior  ("How  many  times  have  you 
cheated  on  a  test  or  major  assignment  in  the  past  year?").  Such  questionnaires  can  be 
administered  at  the  beginning  of  a  school's  character  initiative  to  get  a  baseline  and  again 
at  later  points  to  assess  progress.

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Peer  Mediation  Has  Power 


The  troublemaker  was  a  seventh  grader  who  kept  beating  up  another  boy  on  the  playground  In  many 
schools  it  would  fall  upon  teachers  and  administrators  to  separate  them,  sort  out  the  stones,  and  adrnrms  er 
discipline  that  had  no  guarantee  of  working,  especially  after  the  kids  left  school  property.  But  at  Carl  F. 
Shuler  Middle  School,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  teacher  gave  the  boys  another  option:  peer  mediation. 

Sitting  across  from  each  other,  assisted  by  two  mediators  their  own  age,  the  boys  told  their  stones  Each 
related  how  the  incident  made  him  feel.  In  the  safe,  quiet  space  of  the  mediation  room,  the  child  who  had 
been  picked  on  started  crying.  The  other  child,  who  was  intellectually  low-functionmg,  was shocked.  He 
reached  over  to  hold  his  victim's  hand.  "I'll  play  nice  with  you,  he  promised.  No,  don  t  play  wuh  me.  the 
other  boy  cried.  Guided  by  the  mediators,  the  pair  brainstormed  alternatives  and  agreed  not  to  talk  to  each 
other  for  two  weeks.  A  month  later,  they  were  playing  together  again-peacefully. 

To  Alanna  Meyers,  the  eighth-grade  language  arts  teacher  who  runs  Carl  F.  Shuler's  mediahon  program 
the  session  illustrates  why  peer  mediation  works:  "Just  by  sitting  through  the  process  of  listening 
someone  else  tell  his  or  her  story,  they  learn.  Because  they  come  up  with  the  solution  themselves  and  agree 
to  it,  they  have  to  keep  their  word.  They  then  take  that  process  outside  the  mediation. 

This  program,  Winning  Against  Violent  Environments  (WAVE),  is  currently  used  in  every  one  of 
Cleveland's  118  schools.  Teachers  select  two  students,  starting  m  third  grade,  for  mediation  training,  one  a 
"positive"  leader  with  good  grades  and  attendance,  one  a  "negative"  leader  of  a  disruptive  group. 
"Sometimes  people  are  leery  about  choosing  the  negative  leaders,  but  if  you  reach  them,  you  can  reach 

group,"  says  Meyers. 

From  third  grade  up,  these  students  are  trained  in  groups  of  25  to  30  usmg  such  hands-on  activities  as 
drawing  and  role  play.  Then  these  trained  students  work  as  conflict  managers,  actmg  informally  to  sett 
dLpuTes  on  the  ph, grounds,  m  cafeterias  and  classrooms.  B,  high  school,  skilled  WAVE  medralors  are 
training  younger  students,  as  well  as  teachers,  parents,  and  community  groups. 

A  1994  University  of  Minnesota  study  found  that  principals  of  schools  with  peer-mediation  programs 
reported  that  conflicts  referred  to  them  decreased  by  80  percent.  At  Carl  F.  Shuler,  Meyers  has  supervise 
44  of  the  1,712  mediations  conducted  last  year  in  Cleveland  schools-d.sputes  ranging  from  malicious 
gossip  to  sports-related  fights.  One  boy  went  to  mediation  six  times  before  it  dawned  on  Beyers  that  the 
child  was  picking  fights  because  he  was  actually  listened  to  m  mediation  Were  going  to  make  hmi 
mediator  this  year,"  she  says  with  a  chuckle.  "That's  going  to  save  the  lunch-activities  supervisors  lots  of 

headaches!"

Bully-Proofing  as  Antidote 

Although  Justin  is  short  for  his  age,  the  fourth  grader  has  never  been  bullied  at  Highline  Community 
School,  in  the  Cherry  Creek  school  district  of  Colorado.  "Kids  have  gotten  the  message  not  to  bully  one 
another  because  they  won't  get  away  with  it,"  he  says. 


Kathy  Castleberry,  his  teacher,  can  attest  to  that.  She  has  seen  children  on  the  schoolyard  stop  a  newcomer 
who  was  taunting  another  kid,  to  admonish,  "We  don't  do  that  at  this  school."  Another  time,  students  asked 
a  child  who  was  stealing  to  stop,  then  included  her  in  their  games  so  that  she  wouldn't  seek  attention  m 
destructive  ways.  And  during  sports  games,  students  won’t  let  classmates  use  abusive  language,  obscenities, 

or  the  words  "shut  up." 


Just  what  has  Highline  Community  School  done?  It  has"  "bully-proofed"  its  institution,  directly  addressing  a 
problem  that  was  to  bring  tragedy  to  nearby  Columbine  High  School,  m  Jefferson  County.  In  993,  five 
professionals  on  Cherry  Creek's  counseling  staff  wrote  Bully-Proofing  Your  School  (Sopns  West,  1993),  a 
manual  that  lays  out  a  strategy  for  curbing  aggressive  student  behavior.  Highline  Community  School  was 
the  first  site  nationwide  to  implement  the  program  throughout  an  entire  school  district,  with  dramatic 

results: 


•  A  50  percent  decrease  in  verbal  and  physical  harassment  maintained  over  a  four-year  period, 

•  A  30  percent  decrease  in  behavioral  reports; 

•  A  20  percentile-point  increase  in  standardized  achievement  test  scores. 


More  than  300  schools  throughout  the  country  have  since  been  trained  in  the  program,  which  uses  a  no- 
nonsense  response  to  bullying  behavior.  The  teacher  calmly  discusses  the  bully's  actions  with  him  or  her. 
"You  don't  accuse  or  threaten  or  get  in  a  power  play  with  the  child,"  says  Castleberry,  You  ask  him  to 
reflect  on  what  made  him  do  what  he  did."  She  has  the  bully  write  a  reflective  letter  to  his  parents  and  an 
apology  to  the  victim.  Typically,  the  child  is  excluded  from  recess,  and  if  the  bullying  continues,  other 
children  won't  play  with  him.  "Bullies  hate  being  ignored— they  want  your  attention,"  says  Castleberry. 
The  child  may  have  to  discuss  the  way  he  acts  with  the  rest  of  the  class— who  nevertheless  treat  him  with 

respect. 


Students  are  taught  how  not  to  be  bullied,  on  the  theory  that  the  way  to  stop  the  behavior  is  to  deprive 
offenders  of  targets.  Kids  learn  an  acronym  that  lays  out  a  variety  of  effective  ways  to  respond,  HA  HA 
SO:  help  (seek  help  from  a  teacher  or  other  students);  assert  (stand  up  for  yourself  but  do  not  fight  back); 
humor  (make  a  joke  of  the  situation);  avoid  (walk  away);  self-talk  (tell  yourself  things  that  make  you  teel 
better);  and  "own  it"  (agree  with  what  the  bully  says,  in  order  to  defuse  the  situation). 

Children  who  are  neither  bullies  nor  victims-85  percent  of  them,  according  to  the  school-are  trained  to 
be  a  "caring  majority."  They  are  encouraged  to  look  out  for  one  another  and  to  include  a  1  peers  in 
activities.  Every  day,  Castleberry  has  a  "caring  majority  time,"  when  children  gather  in  a  circle  and  talk 
about  their  concerns  and  such  concepts  as  respect,  caring,  and  courage. 


As  Castleberry  puts  if  "Bully-proofing  hits  the  nail  on  the  head  because  it  encourages  children  to  say  nice 
fhLgs  to  beTlpM,  and  Jmclude  others.  When  children  know  they  have  a  safe,  caring  environment, 

they'll  come  to  school  ready  to  leam."

j .  Schools  are  placed  in  categories  dependent  on  their  students  progress  m 

k  State  assistance  is  provided  to  schools  in  low  categones  July  2008. 

1.  State  intervenes  in  schools  that  have  shown  no  significant  student  progress 

in  September  2010.
